That Fill the Negro'* Mind. 


The Island negro is full of legends, stories 


and quaint pruverlis. It is a pity that they 
should never Lave been regularly collected 
ami rerortiocl, for the race of the old time 
bouse Blavo woman, who held her audience 
breuUi leu* with the wonderful doings of 
"Aiutocy" and his wife, "Crooky," and a 
Bon, "Tacoorna,11 is now almost passed away. 
All of the strange out-of-the-way phenomena 
of tropical nature are alive with suggestions 
of the supernatural and the mysterious to the 
negro rumd. 


At various parts of the inland are subter- 


ranean rivers that here and there make a 
su'lilen appearance, to run swiftly for a few 
miles, and then to disappear again in thft 
bowels of the earth. 
In places the water ap- 


pears only in circular sink holes, always 
brimming but never overflowing, even m the 
wet &"a.son, or never diminishing, even in tho 
dry. 
In one of the mountain fastnesses a

Coloring Wine by Berries. 


The maqui is a small evergreen shrub, com- 


mon in Chili along the course of torrents and 
in shady, mountainous -woods. It is not cul- 
tivated, but grows wild, and the berries, 
which in Chili are eaten either fresh or pre- 
served, are now beginning to be exported 
largely to Europe for the purpose of coloring 
wines. In the three years ending 1887 the 
exports were respectively as follows: 26,592 
kilos, 136,028 and 431,3»a. To France alone 
tho exports during the same years were 50C 
kilos, 115,000 and 815,774. The consul general 
has ro statistics for 1888 and 1869, but pre- 
sumes that the increase "went on in tho same 
proportion. The berries are added to the 
grapes in order to give the wine a good color. 
—Public Opinion.

Electricity from Nerve Action. 


A curious study has been made by a Ger- 


man physiologist, Herr Tarchenoff. Clay 
electrodes, connected with a delicate gal- 
vanometer, were applied to the hands, feet, 
toes, nose, ear and back, when it was found 
that electrical current* of varying strength 


were set up IE tlie skin by meuTaT~excitalion 
of any kind. Tickling with a brush or hot 
water produced a strong current, and cold or 
the pain of a pin prick a weaker one. Im- 
pressions of sound, light, taste and smell 
acted similarly. The skin currents were even 
produced by imagining the sensations; and 
when caused by meiitiU effort varied with 
the amount of work—a multiplication of 
small numbers giving a weak current and of 
larger numbers a stronger one. The currents 
seem to be connected with the sweat glands, 
which are arousal to increased action by 
nearly every kind of nerve activity.—New 
York Telegram.

Tho mar- 
riages of either race increase in number ac- 
cording to tho density of population; that is, 
in counties largely white there are more mar- 
riages per thousand than iu counties where 
the other race predominates, and the same is 
true of the blacks.

turpentine country, where hundreds of ne- 
groes come from North. Carolina, the mar- 
riages would indicate that tlie whole popula- 
tion had gone out of single bliss. In North 
Georgia, which ie the center of the white pop- 
ulation, the marriages grow in number, but 
on a conservative basis.—Memphis Commer- 
cial 


A Hreatliine Cave. 


In the range of mountains in western 


North Carolina known as the "Fork Range" 
a most singular phenomenon exists. It is the 
"Breathing Cave." In the summer months 
a current of air comes from it so strongly 
that a person cannot walk against it, while 
in the winter the rush of air inward is just 
as great. 


The cool air from the cave In summer is 


felt sometimes for miles in a direct line from 
the mouth of the cave. At times a most un- 
pleasant odor is emitted from the current 
from dead animals sucked in and killed by com- 
ing in violent contact with the walls. The loss 
of cattle and other stock in that section dur- 
ing the winter months is always great, and is 
accounted for in this way: They range too 
near the mouth of the cave, and the current 
carries them in. 


At times, when the change from inhalation 


to exhalation begins, the air is filled with 
hairs of the various animals; not infrequent- 
ly smal] dry bones have been carried for over 
a mile from the mouth of the cave as though 
shot from an air gun. The air has been known 
to change quite suddenly during exhalation 
from cold to quite hot, accompanied by a ter- 
rible roaring and gurgling sound. 


Many scientific men have visited the place, 


but the phenomenon still remains unex- 
plained; the residents of that section fear a 
volcanic eruption. Something is wrong, sure.

ivimt It Costs to Stop » Train. 


C. C. Rainwater, chief engineer of the Wa- 


biiah railroad, discussing the question of rail- 
road management, said: "Did you ever con- 
sider v-hat is the actual cost of stopping a 
train? I have been iu the railroad business 
since I was a boy, and the question never se- 
riously occurred to mo until one duy in a 
lawsuit nt St. Louis, when the question came 
up. John C. Garrett, general manager of tbe 
VVabasli, testified on tbe stand that the cost 
of stopping an ordinary passenger train at a 
way station was 70 cents. Being cross-exam- 
ined, bo admitted that a certain train run- 
ning between East St. Louis and Toledo was 
paying his company about (1 per mile, and 
being further questioned as to the number of 
stops made on the road, it was established 
that if it cost 70 cents for each stop, this pay- 
ing train, as Mr. Garrett called it, lost money 
to the extent of twice its operating expenses. 
The decision of the Jury in the case was based 
on the conclusion that it cost about 50 cents 
In wear and tear and time to stop an ordinary 
passenger train at a way station, and I be- 
lieve they -were about right"—New York 
Star.
